Captive Ship Captain Saved 


Navy overpowers pirates with skipper in ‘imminent danger’ 


MOMBASA, KENYA I U.S. Navy snipers opened 
fire and killed three pirates holding an Amer- 
ican captain at gunpoint, delivering the skip- 
per unharmed and ending a five-day high- 
seas hostage drama on Easter Sunday. 

Capt. Richard Phillips was in “immi- 
nent danger” of being killed before snip- 
ers shot the pirates in an operation autho- 
rized by President Obama, Vice Adm. Bill 
Gortney said. 

He said the pirates were armed with 
AK-47S and small-caliber pistols and were 


pointing the rifles at the 
captain when the com- 
mander of the nearby USS 
Bainbridge gave the order 
to open fire. 

Gortney, the com- 
mander of U.S. Naval 
Forces Central Command, 
said the White House had 
given “very clear guidance and authority” to 


take action if Phillips’ life was in danger. 

Phillips’ crew, who said they had escaped 
after he offered himself as a hostage, erupted 
in cheers aboard their ship docked in Mom- 
basa, Kenya. Some waved an American flag 
and fired flares in celebration. 

Phillips, 53, was not hurt in several min- 
utes of gunfire, and the U.S. Navy said he was 
resting comfortably on a U.S. warship after a 
medical exam. “I’m just the byline. The real 
heroes are the Navy, the SEALs, those who 
have brought me home,” he said, (ap)

Ambassador: U.S. Guns 
Fueling Mexican Drug War 

Stopping the flow of money and 
weapons from the United States 
into Mexico is critical to dealing 
with violent drug 
cartels, the Mex- 
ican ambassador 
to the U.S. said 
Sunday. Mexican 
officials believe 
that 90 percent 
of the weapons 
seized there can 
be traced to the U.S., Ambassa- 
dor Arturo Sarukhan said. “The 
key issue right now is how can the 
United States help to shut down 
those guns and shut down that 
bulk cash that is providing the drug 
syndicates ... with the wherewithal 
to corrupt, to bribe, to kill?” Sar- 
ukhan said.

Residents celebrate 
after Navy frees man 
from Somali pirates 

UNDERHILL, VT. I In Capt. Richard 
Phillips’ hometown, they’ll never 
forget this Easter Sunday. 

Five days after he was taken 
hostage by Somali pirates in an 
aborted hijacking, Phillips was 
freed in equally dramatic fash- 
ion, thrilling a community where 
yellow ribbons had sprung up like 
spring flowers in hopes that such 
symbols counted for something. 

“Elation,” said Steve Barton, 
51, summing up the mood as he 
looked out his front door at a yel- 
low tissue-paper bouquet he’d fas- 
tened to a tree in his yard. “Our 
prayers were answered.” 

Phillips, a 53-year-old father of 
two known in his rural commu- 
nity as a dedicated family man, 
avid sportsman and serious skip- 
per, won his freedom in a daring 
U.S. Navy SEALs rescue in which 
three of his captors were killed but 
he escaped unharmed. 

The good news traveled fast in 
Underhill, about 35 miles north- 


west of Montpelier. A lawn sign on 
Route 15 that earlier read “Pray for 
Captain Phillips’ release and safe 
return home” was revised in the 
afternoon to read, “Capt. Phillips 
rescued and safe.” 

Phillips’ wife, Andrea Phillips, 
remained behind closed doors in 


the family’s home after the news 
had broken. 

Everyone in Underhill seemed 
to express a palpable sense of relief 
over the rescue. And the timing of 
it didn’t escape notice. 

“It’s great news, especially on 
Easter,” said Kim Jennings, 43. 


“How terrific is that? 

Neighbors Terry and Sheila 
Aiken, who live across the street 
from the Phillips, fought back tears 
as they talked about him. 

“I’m just so excited,” said Sheila 
Aiken “It’s like it just changed the 
world back to the world.” (ap)

Tenet of Female 
Fertility in Doubt 


Women may not be 
bom with all their 
eggs, researeh finds 

SCIENCE I Scientists have pro- 
duced strong new evidence chal- 
lenging one of the most funda- 
mental assumptions in biology: 
That female mammals, including 
women, are born with all the eggs 
they will ever have. 

In a provocative set of experi- 
ments involving mice, a team of 
Chinese researchers has shown for 
the first time that an adult mam- 
mal can harbor cells in her ovaries 
that can become new eggs and 
produce healthy offspring. 

While much more research is 
needed, the work raises the tan- 
talizing possibility that it could 
someday lead to new ways to fight 
a woman’s biological clock, perhaps 
by stockpiling her egg-producing 
cells or by stimulating them to 
make eggs again. 

For at least a half-century, the 


dominant scientific tenet has been 
that women and all other female 
mammals are born with all the 
eggs they will ever have, and that 
the stock is slowly depleted with 
age. For women, the belief has been

that most of their eggs are gone 
when they reach middle age. 

“If you are looking to disprove 
that females cannot make new 
eggs, this paper proves it,” said Jon- 
athan L. Tilly, a professor of obstet- 
rics, gynecology and reproductive 
biology at Harvard Medical School 
“This is the smoking gun,”

remained cautious, sa)dng the work 
needs to be repeated in mice and 
other species to validate the find- 
ings.

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Katrina Victims Hit Another Wall 


Drywall from China 
is ruining residences 
that have been rebuilt 

CHALMETTE, LA. I Thomas Stone 
and his wife rebuilt after their 
home was flooded by 6 feet of 
water during Hurricane Katrina, 
never dreaming they would face 
the agony of tearing it apart all 
over again. 

They tapped Lauren Stone’s 
401(k) retirement savings and 
saved $1,000 by installing Chi- 
nese-made drywall throughout 
their two-story home. Now the 
Stones are among hundreds of 
Katrina victims facing another.

Sulfur-emitting wallboard 
from China is wreaking havoc in 
homes, charring electrical wires, 
eating away at jewelry, silverware 
and other valuables, and possibly 
even sickening families. 

“The bathroom upstairs has a 
corroded showerhead, the door 
hinges are rusting out,” said Thom- 
as Stone, the fire chief of St. Ber- 
nard Parish. 


“It makes me wish there would 
be another flood to wash it out,” 
Lauren Stone said. 

Chinese manufacturers flooded 
the U.S. market with more than 
500 million pounds of drywall 
around the same time Katrina 
was flooding New Orleans, an 
Associated Press review of ship- 
ping records has found. 

The drywall apparently causes 
a chemical reaction that gives off 
the rotten-egg stench and corrodes 
metal. Researchers do not know 
yet what causes it. 

The U.S. Product Consumer 
Safety Commission and a num- 
ber of states are investigating the 
extent of the problem, what’s caus- 
ing it, and whether it poses serious 
health risks. But it could be years 
before the full extent of the prob- 
lem is known, (ap)

Christians, American 
troops mark holiday 
as blast kills 1 soldier 


BAGHDAD I Iraq’s embattled Chris- 
tians took advantage of improved 
security and gathered Sunday to 
celebrate Easter, even as roadside 
bombings killed a U.S. soldier 
and wounded four other Ameri- 
cans in separate attacks north of 
Baghdad. 

Tens of thousands of Christians 
have fled Iraq since the 2003 col- 
lapse of Saddam Hussein’s regime 
and the rise of Islamic extremists 
such as al- Qaeda in Iraq. Those 
who remained live in fear of kid- 
napping and assassination. 

But with better security in 
Baghdad and many other cities, 
Christians turned 

3 out for Easter ser- 

vices Sunday, and 
priests offered 
prayers for an end 
to the violence. 

“God protect 
us and rid our 
country of dis- 
putes and quar- 
rels; let it be free of hatred and 
hostilities,” Cardinal Emmanuel II 
Delly said during services in Bagh- 
dad’s Mansour district that were 
broadcast on state television.

Eg)q)t announced recently that 
a cell of 49 men with links to Hez- 
bollah were planning attacks aimed 
at destabilizing the country. Hez- 
bollah’s leader, Hassan Nasrallah, 


rejected the accusations but con- 
firmed over the weekend that it had 
dispatched a member to Egypt — a 
rare acknowledgment that the Leb- 
anese militant group was operating 
in another Arab country. 

Egypt’s allegations were fresh 
evidence of the growing strains 
between the region’s staunch U.S. 
allies — namely Egypt and Saudi 


Arabia — and increasingly pow- 
erful Iranian- and Syrian-backed 
militant groups like Hezbollah. 

On Sunday, Egyptian Cabi- 
net minister Mufed Shehab said 
authorities seized explosive belts 
and Other bomb-making materials 
from the agents and accused them 
of planning to buy a boat to “bring 
weapons and ammunition from 
Yemen, Sudan and Somalia, and 
smuggle them into the country.” (ap)

BANGKOK I Swarms of anti-gov- 
ernment protesters attacked the 
prime minister’s car, seized con- 
trol of major intersections in the 
capital and commandeered buses, 
bringing new chaos to the Thai 
capital as the country’s ousted 
leader threatened to return from 
exile to lead a revolution.

In front of the city’s biggest 
luxury mall, demonstrators 
danced atop two armored per- 
sonnel carriers they had forced to 
a stop, waving flags and shouting 
“Democracy.”

that three years of conflict between 
alternating governments and pro- 
testers opposed to them seemed 
ready to peak again. 

Outside the Interior Ministry 
earlier in the day, a furious mob 
attacked Abhisit’s car with poles, 
stones and even flower pots as it 
slowly made its escape. Police in 
riot gear nearby did nothing. 

Ousted prime minister Thak- 
sin Shinawatra called for a revolu- 
tion and said he might return from 
exile overseas to lead it.

Are You At Risk for Parkinson Disease? 

Researchers at the NIH are doing an experimental study to 
test whether “biomarkers” can predict whether people who 
have certain risk factors will develop Parkinson disease (PD). 
Biomarkers are objective measures of a normal or disease 
process. Biomarkers may also provide means to track 
progression of the disease and to test new treatments. 

You may be eligible for this study, if you are an adult who has 
a strong family history of PD, a known genetic abnormality 
associated with PD, loss of sense of smell (which is very 
common in PD), a particular type of sleep disorder called 
REM Behavior Disorder, or persistent, consistent orthostatic 
hypotension (a fall in blood pressure when standing up). 

The testing is done at the NIH Clinical Center, in Bethesda, 
MD. There are four phases — registration via a website, 
a screening examination at the NIH Clinical Center in 
Bethesda, MD (about 4 hours), inpatient clinical laboratory 
testing (2-3 days), and long-term follow-up testing (2-3 days 
each, up to 5 visits separated by about 18 months). 

There is no cost for participation or any tests associated with 
the research. You may be paid for participating in this study. 
Travel required for the inpatient clinical laboratory testing 
and follow-up are at no charge. The study does not involve a 
clinical trial of a new drug or treatment.

Restaurants offer 
BYOB nights to lure 
cash-strapped diners 

NEW YORK I Bringing your own 
bottle of wine to your favorite 
restaurant is getting cheaper and 
more popular. 

With sales and traffic dwin- 
dling, many restaurants are either 
offering BYOB nights or chopping 
the “corkage” fee to open bottles 
bought elsewhere, to entice more 
wine-drinking diners to pay for 
a meal out. 

“My fiance and I are wine 
freaks, so we have been going to 
more BYOBs as a way to contin- 
ue to drink great wine while not 
blowing our budget,” said Chris- 
topher McGrath, a 26-year-old 
money market trader and liabil- 
ity manager who lives in Mont- 
clair, N. J. 

The signs that bringing your 
own is on the rise are still large- 
ly anecdotal. Christina Preiss, a 
27-year-old Chicago resident, said 
wait times at her favorite haunts 
that let customers bring their own 
are on the rise. More restaurants 
are also advertising special BYOB 


nights and more aggressively pro- 
moting the fee cuts. 

Bringing your own beverages 
isn’t allowed everywhere — the 
rules vary depending on where 
you live. 

But for eateries that can offer 
the option, it can be a way to boost 
traffic in tough economic times. 

Bringing your own bottle may 
not have the cache of ordering off 
the list, where wines are sometimes 


paired with menu items to show- 
case the flavor of the food. But it 
can save you quite a bit of money. 
Restaurants frequently charge 
diners triple what they’ve paid for 
a wine.

Procrastinators, start your 
engines. Or, at least, fire up your 
laptops. There are only a cou- 
ple days before you must file your

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TV coaching teaches 
pundit wannabes 
how to put their 
best faces forward 

The students watched Lindsey 
Burke’s interview play back and 
wondered: What’s that scratch- 
ing noise? 

“It’s the hair,” trainer Beverly 
Hallberg concludes, motioning 
toward Burke’s long blond tress- 
es, which were covering the lapel 
mic clipped to her shirt. “That’s 
something you have to consider 
for your interview.” 

Hairstyling tips were not the 
first thing Burke, a domestic- 
policy research assistant at the 
Heritage Foundation, and her six 
fellow would-be pundits expected 
when they enrolled in the Nov. 14 
TV training class at the Leader- 
ship Institute (LI), a conservative 
policy group in Arlington. But 
hair and makeup are crucial for 
a visual medium, says Hallberg, 
a producer who has taught at LI 
for seven years. 

Pundits are authorities who 
share their knowledge via the 
media. Although they expound 
upon many topics, politics is a 
particular favorite, making D.C. a

mecca for the telegenic experts. 

Howto look good on camera was 
a bonus lesson for the LI students 
— among them a political blogger, 
a local attorney and other policy 
analysts from Heritage, a conser- 
vative think tank. Their main goal 
was to learn what to expect should 
they get that coveted call to appear 
on a TV news program, 

LI has three levels of TV train- 
ing, In the $75 Introduction to 
Television Techniques Workshop, 
one of the institute’s four instruc-

tors talks participants through the 
basics they need to know to do well 
on TV, such as how to speak in 
sound bites and what to wear, 
Burke and her fellow trainees 
attended Level II, the On-camera 
Television Workshop, which costs 
$150. (The top tier is one-on-one 
training for $1,500.) The instructor 
pretends participants are guests on 
a news show and interviews them 
individually. The five-minute dia- 
logues are recorded and broadcast 
for the group to critique. After- 
ward, students break into debate 
teams of two or three. The debat- 
ers sit in separate rooms to get the 
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feel for a satellite exchange. At this 
session, for instance, Burke and 
Heritage colleague Jena Barker 
McNeil debated the merits of uni- 
versal preschool. 

The on-camera work is the 
best part, most pundits-in-train- 
ing say. “I think just being able 
to practice it and knowing sort 
of what my triggers are, my ner- 
vous habits, will help,” says Karen 
Campbell, an economics policy 
analyst at Heritage. 

But is one afternoon enough? 
“I suggest we do this for 10 days, 
all day long, and then were ready 
to hit ’em,” says trainee Andrew 
Patterson. 

LI started the TV courses 
in 1999, and since then, about 
3,400 people — almost 600 of 
them in 2008 — have attended, 
said Eric Slee, Li’s communica- 
tions training director. Notable 
grads include Amanda Car- 
penter, a political reporter for 
Townhall.com who’s appeared 
on the BBC, Fox News Channel 
and MSNBC. 

For those more liberally 
inclined, the Center for Ameri- 
can Progress (CAP), a left-lean- 
ing think tank in D.C., offers free 
training by request, but audiovi- 
sual equipment is not always avail- 
able for on-camera practice, says 
Faiz Shakir, the center’s research 
director and editor in chief of 
the Progress Report and Think- 
Progress.org. 

Shakir and his colleagues have 
led three-hour “Pundit Projects” 
at the past three YearlyKos (now 
called Netroots Nation) conven- 
tions of liberal bloggers. First, they 
explain what TV and radio book- 
ers look for, namely people who 
are writing frequently and visibly 
about topical news items. 

Next, they advise the blog- 
gers about what they should do 
when they’re booked, includ- 
ing deciding the key points to 
get across and asking about the 
interview setup: “What’s the seg- 
ment going to be about? Who 
are you going to be on against? 
Who’s the host? Is it a hostile or 
friendly setting? Those kinds of 
questions,” Shakir said. Mock 
interviews come last. 



PREDICTION vs. FICTION 


What’s Your Pundit Power Animal? 

■ A study by Stanford research psychologist Philip Tetlock reveals which pundits are the most accurate predic- 
tors. It doesn’t come down to education, political leanings or even access to confidential information. It turns out 
the best predictor is fame — the more popular he or she is with the media, the worse a pundit’s accuracy. It comes 
down to a difference in cognitive style, or what Tetlock — whose ongoing study has looked at 82,361 predictions 
by 284 pundits — dubs “foxes and hedgehogs.’’ “Hedgehogs’’ seek certainty and discard ideas that don’tfit with 
their preconceptions, but “foxes’’ are flexible and open to self-criticism, writes Sharon Begley in a recent issue of 
Newsweek. Foxes use “however’’ and “but’’ in their speech much more than hedgehogs, but hedgehogs — with 
their bold, assertive claims — make for better TV. rachel kaufman

“We put them in front of a cam- 
era, we fire some hostile questions 
at them [and] let them answer 
some of them,” Shakir says. “We 
record it and then we play it back 
for the audience, and all of us offer 
constructive criticism.” 

Sound familiar? The ideol- 
ogy might differ but the method 
doesn’t. 

cap’s sessions attract about 50 
convention-goers each — a good 
turnout, says Mary Rickies, direc- 
tor of communications and media 
for Netroots Nation. “It’s definitely 
well received,” she says. 

Punditry could use the help, 
says Kathleen E. Kendall, research 
professor at the University of 
Maryland’s Communication 
Department. “The quality is poor 
in that the people who are appear-

ing over and over again are not 
knowledgeable on all of those top- 
ics,” she says. “These pundit schools 
presumably would have the effect 
that there would be more people 
who felt ready to speak.” 

While training is great, exper- 
tise is vital, she says. “With the 
24 -hour news cycle, there’s much 
greater need for people to talk, and 
so the opportunities are greater 
than they used to be for people to 
appear on television, but they have 
to have something to talk about,” 
Kendall says. 

If formal training isn’t in the 
cue cards for you, don’t worry, she 
says: “People can get the knowl- 
edge that they need from other 
places, but the schools do pull 
together the knowledge.” 

And some news outlets, such as

CNN, even put guests through a 
pre-interview process, says Maria 
Ebrahimji, CNN’s director and 
executive editorial producer for 
network booking. “It’s not like a 
guest is called up ... and asked 
to come on the air immediately 
without actually having an idea of 
what they’re going to be discuss- 
ing,” she says. CNN tells guests 
where to look, how the interview 
will be arranged and what ques- 
tions could come up. 

But Marianne Fogelson, an 
LI trainer for six years, wouldn’t 
rely on that. “When you go into a 
studio, they assume that you’ve 
done this before, and they just 
literally hook you up to a mic and 
say, 'Here’s your camera.’ There’s

no training involved,” she says. 
“What we do is really take some- 
body who may or may not have 
the skills ... and really do person- 
alized training.” 

Such training provides a solid 
base from which to start the book- 
ing process, but it’s not a golden 


ticket, Ebrahimji says. 

“I don’t necessarily think you 
have to go through this in order to 
get on TV,” she says. “What we’re 
really looking for is someone that’s 
able to articulate their thoughts 
and direct them to our audience 
specifically.” 

Burke, a TV novice, gained con- 
fidence from Li’s class. “I learned 
useful tips and techniques on how 
to effectively answer questions dur- 
ing a TV interview, which clothes 
work best for on-camera appear- 
ances, the appropriate length of an 
answer for varying types of inter- 
views and, most importantly, how 
to effectively express policy issues 
for a TV audience.” 

It also left her pondering a 
change in her ’do. “I think it’s defi- 
nitely time for a new haircut,” she

How a television 
cameraman made 
a splash in the world 
of aquatics safety 

Which distance is farther: Holly- 
wood to Washington or TV work 
to swimming lessons? 

Bobby Broome has made both 
moves and more. His latest is a 
book-and-video series — a third 
act in life drawn from his first 
and second. 

Broome, who has a degree in 
radio and television from Gram- 
bling State University in Louisi- 
ana, spent a couple decades in Los 


Angeles. He wrote and directed 
music videos and was an assistant 
cameraman for gospel and sports 
programs, hundreds of commer- 
cials and the broadcast TV shows 
“Rags to Riches” and “The 
Wonder Years.” 

But when shared par- 
enthood became single 
fatherhood, those 13- to 
14 -hour days wouldn’t 
do. Broome tried sales but 
hated it. So, he updated his 
certifications and returned to his 
first love, aquatics. 

Broome dove into teaching at 
the East Valley YMCA pool for just 
$8 an hour. If the choice was sink 


or swim, he clearly swam: “I was 
so fulfilled at it, so happy.” 

Then the reinvented Broome 
began making a splash — first as 
aquatics director at the Y and then 
in the same job at the famous 
Lakeside Golf Club in Bur- 
bank, Calif., where he 
trained lifeguards and 
started the learn-to- 
swim program. Then 
came six years teaching 
swimming, health and safety 
at Cal State Dominguez Hills while 
giving private swimming instruc- 
tion on the side. 

“I got tired of repeating myself 
to the people working under me. 


and people kept asking my secrets 
of success at teaching anyone to 
swim,” Broome says. Plus, he need- 
ed a textbook for his college class- 
es. So, he self-published enough 
texts — about 100 — to supply 
students and a few clients. 

Small as this enterprise was, 
the photo -illustrated text even- 
tually caught the attention of the 
American Red Cross in D.C. In 
October 2007, Broome moved to 
take a job there as senior associ- 
ate of preparedness and health 
and safety. 

Though he and his daughter 
settled happily in Falls Church 
— Broome plays bass guitar in a 



band with a Red Cross colleague 
— he realized that though the 
original text belonged to him, the 
nonprofit would own the rights 
to any related material he might 
produce while an employee. That 
was a sticking point. 

A year after arriving, Broome 
took a step toward publishing the 
book for real: As continuing edu- 
cation for his Red Cross job, he

enrolled in a technical-writing 
course at EEI Communications 
(703-683-0683, Eeicom.com). 
“Very, very helpful,” he says. “It 
enhanced everything I learned 
and wrote at the American Red 
Cross” while teaching him how to 
work faster and get more details 
into less space. 

In two weekdays, EEI instruc- 
tor Ronnie Lipton covers “effec- 
tiveness in writing in clear, con- 
cise, plain language,” she says. 
The author of three books shows 
students “how to eliminate the 
gobbledygook so the content 
really pops out” in newsletters, 
manuals, Web sites and more. 
Students include employees at 
government agencies, nonprof- 
its, and corporations. 

EEI offers more than 140 
courses that rotate among sites in 
Alexandria, Reston, Silver Spring, 
Columbia and Hunt Valley. Class- 
es range from one to five days and 
cost $425 to $1,675; “Technical 
Writing,” which runs every six 
weeks or so, is $745. 

After the course “dramatically 
improved my technical-writing 
skills,” Broome put its lessons to 
work: He found a print-on-demand 
company, CreateSpace; reedited, 
designed and formatted the book; 
procured an ISBN number; and 
copyrighted the title “The Par- 
ent’s Guide to: Water Safety and 
Swim Instruction.” In February, 
he left the Red Cross; in March,

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he registered BobbyBroome 
Aquatics.com, registered the book 
with search engines and submitted 
it to Amazon.com. It’s now avail- 
able in paper and on Kindle. 

But this is just the beginning. 
With a former colleague, Broome 
has begun planning an accom- 
panying video. He’ll repeat the 
process with a second book — on 
the backstroke and breaststroke, 
treading water and more — and 
a third — on the butterfly, side- 


stroke and other skills, including 
lifesaving. 

“I love adventures because I 
learn,” Broome says. Giving week- 
end swimming lessons brings 
in some cash while he applies 
for technical-writing jobs. With 
enough income, he may be able 
to achieve yet another dream: “I 
really want to go into neighbor- 
hoods where parents can’t afford 
me to give swim instruction. What 
can I do to do my part in soci- 
ety and improve other people’s 
lives?” Everyone into the pool!

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Those who want 
to join the Obama 
administration are 
eager to be called 

They are the Obama-wannabes, 
many of them young and heady 
former campaign workers, fran- 
tically networking or waiting, 
just waiting, for the ultimate sta- 
tus symbol in their generation’s 
caste system: a job in the Obama 
administration. 

Flocking to the District’s cre- 
ative-class encampments of Mount 
Pleasant, the U Street corridor and 
Dupont and Logan circles, peo- 
ple in their 20s and 30s — those, 
that is, with a liberal bent — are 
prowling progressive Wiki pages 
and joining Google groups in the 
hunt for an Obama job. Those 
already employed elsewhere are 
secretly uploading their resumes 
to Whitehouse.gov, while others 
are quitting their jobs to concen- 
trate on the search. 


Some are deft anglers: Melody 
Mathews, 29, a former Obama 
field worker-turned-Navy con- 
tractor, co-hosted a celebratory 
dinner recently at Old Ebbitt Grill 
that included top Army brass with 
whom she campaigned. Her hope 
is that they will get presiden- 
tial appointments and, in turn, 
hire her. 

Others, such as Noland Cham- 
bliss, 25, a former Obama deputy 
field director, are in come-down 
mode. He applied for a position in 
the Energy Department but hasn’t 
heard anything for months. So, 
he has applied for a job at a pizza 
shop near his shared house off U 
Street NW. 

“It was a pretty big drop-off, 
going from every moment of your 
day being filled with extraordi- 
nary purpose and intensity, every 
moment of your waking hours is 
bent aggressively toward this goal,” 
Chambliss said. 

The job-seekers range from 
think-tank types to lawyers seek- 


ing better hours or a more altru- 
istic mission. Many were low-paid 
field directors and their nomadic 
minions who knocked on doors, 
organized voters and coordinat- 
ed multimedia promotions for the 
Obama campaign. 

Their collective purgatory high- 
lights the unintended consequenc- 
es of Obama’s influential calls for 
service. He has cultivated a yen 
for public service among this gen- 
eration, but government jobs are 
limited, and the tight economy is 
squeezing nonprofit and charitable 
organizations and their donors. At 
the same time, the White House 
has an unprecedented number of 
applications and resumes to cull, 
lengthening the process. 

The Obama administration, 
contending with the nation’s econo- 
my and two wars, must sift through 
“hundreds of thousands” of applica- 
tions for more than 3,000 political 
or non-career slots. White House 
spokeswoman Jennifer Psaki said 
in e-mail. Previous administra- 


tions had far fewer applications 
than Obama’s, said Clay Johnson, 
a former deputy director for man- 
agement at the Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget. 

Of those jobs, young people 
t)q)ically gun for the roughly 1,500 
Schedule C slots, ranging from 
administrative assistants to direc- 
tors of small programs, offering 
salaries of $30,000 to $130,000, 
Johnson said. (Others are flood- 
ing Usajobs.com, seeking civil 
service jobs.) 

Johnson said filling the Sched- 
ule C jobs should be completed by 
the end of summer. He recalled that 
young former campaign workers 
seeking to join the Bush adminis- 
tration were given serious looks. 

“They are the ones who are 
most known to the White House. 
You have to be aware of somebody 
and know what they’re capable of 
doing,” he said. 

At the Department of Educa- 
tion, spokesman John McGrath 
said only a small number of young 


people have been hired, because 
higher-ranking slots have yet to 
be filled. 

“Those senior people will want 
to be involved in the hiring deci- 
sions” for the lower jobs, McGrath 
said. “Most of the young people 
hired so far are people either from 
the campaign or Capitol Hill. 
We’re giving special attention to

people who have an education 
background — we’ve had a lot 
from Teach for America.” 

Long waits for a new admin- 
istration are not unusual, espe- 
cially when the weak economy is 
spewing out many jobless, more 
experienced and older people. 
But the volume of administra- 
tion applications, along with 
controversial appointments and 
withdrawals, has protracted the 
wait for jobs whose titles — spe- 
cial assistant or confidential 
assistant — can stud a resume in 
ways that “campaign field direc- 
tor” might not. 

Kristen Psaki, 24, a former new 
media director for the Obama cam- 
paign, has applied for positions 
at the Treasury, Commerce, and 
Housing and Urban Development 
departments but hasn’t received 
any offers. 

She has received a nibble from 
HUD. “I worked for the field direc- 
tor of Elorida, and she’s the one 
who gave my name to the people 
at HUD to contact me,” she said. 
“But it’s a slower process than I 
realized, and that becomes more 
difficult when you are forced to 
pay your car off. I have money 
saved up, but I had to dip into my 
savings.” 

Recently, Psaki and her room- 
mate, Chambliss, sat in the kitch- 
en of their rowhouse discussing 
their mutual plight of joblessness

and “catastrophic health care” 
costs of about $80 a month, 
Chambliss was awaiting an 
afternoon meeting with a former 
campaign staffer and Ultimate Fris- 
bee. Psaki was dressed and ready 
for a day volunteering at a home- 
less shelter, where she is launching 
a program to train homeless people 
in such “green” jobs as refurbish- 


ing computers. They were divided 
on whether their campaign experi- 
ences would net them jobs. 

“I would say [campaigning] is 
only a marginally relevant skill 
set,” Chambliss said. “That’s why 
we put so much faith in the per- 
sonnel department of the admin- 
istration to find out if we’re an 
appropriate fit. You just keep your 
expectations low. ... It’s a decision 
you make when you come to D.C.”

How one man forged

You bid $350 at a National Press 
Club auction and won lunch with 
the then-editor of USA Today. 

I had applied to work there, and 
I thought I would make my own 
interview. That was a big deal for 
me, paying that much. In a per- 
fect world, I would have saved 
more money. 

What are some of the less-costly 
things you did to move from prac- 
ticing law to writing books? 

I told lots of people that I wasn’t 
sure I wanted a legal career, 
and that I wanted to be a writer 
instead. I was always writing on 
the side: novels, screenplays. In my 
third year of law school, another 
guy and I had launched a magazine 
called JD, which had about 75,000 
readers [when it folded]. 

How did the Woodward thing 
come about?

Traveling theater 
troupes find their 
way to D.C. and try to 
stretch their budgets 

On Craigslist, the place sounded 
perfect: hardwood floors, new appli- 
ances, good location. Just right for 
four actors who needed a Washing- 
ton sublet for the two-week run of 
their touring show, “Chicago.” 

“The guy on the phone told us 
it was within walking distance 
of all the monuments and the 
National Theatre,” said Daniel 
Gutierrez, 26. 

But when you spend months or 
years hopscotching the countiy with 
a Broadway play, another opening 
means another set of on-the-road 
challenges: booking a vet for your 
traveling cat, finding a yoga teacher, 
making do with an apartment that 
is not quite as advertised. 

What the actors found when 
they arrived last week was not a 
dream sublet minutes from the 
theater; it was an apartment in a 
dicey area of boarded-up houses 
and abandoned cars a few blocks

off Bladensburg Road, more than 
four miles from the stage door. 
The place itself was nice and the 
neighbors welcoming. But they 
warned the young actors to stay 
off the streets at night. 

“The taxi driver was, like, Tor 
god’s sake, be careful around here,’” 
said Evelyn Tonn, 23, who plays 
a Hungarian murderess. She and 
her roommates were unpacking, 
putting up their portable chin-up 
bar and making the best of a little 
tour-life misfire. “We’ve been in 
the same situation in other cities. 
Downtown Cleveland is no walk 
in the park, either,” 

Dozens of touring performers 


bring their out-of-a-suitcase life- 
style to Washington each year — six 
or seven equity touring shows stop 
here annually. Their stays range 
from weeks to months. The city has 
a reputation among touring actors 
as tough for accommodations and 
terrific for sightseeing, nightlife 
and receptive audiences. 

And, believe it or not, good 
pizza. 

“I always go to Matchbox Pizza 
in Chinatown as soon I get to D.C.,” 
said “Chicago” tour manager Dhya- 
na Colony, who has been here five 
times in almost a decade of nonstop

travel. Her job is to find hotels, g 3 mis, 
banks, physical therapists and good 
cupcakes for the frequent birthday 
celebrations they hold during the 
intermissions. Once an actor asked 
her to find him a good colonic. 

“I’m the nurse,” Colony said, 
“I’m the camp counselor; I’m the 
single mom.” 

Colony and others say Washing- 
ton neatly fits the actors’ schedule 
of free days and late nights. There 
are movie theaters with good week- 
day matinees and restaurants that 
stay open past the final curtain call. 
M&S Grill on 13th Street, which is 
close to the National and Warner, 
and Ford’s theaters, is filled with 
still-buzzing performers many a 
midnight. 

The city’s academic bent is also 
a plus. One cast member of “Spa- 
malot” used the local libraries as he 
pursued an online degree. Another 
found a timely workshop in Ameri- 
can Sign Language at Gallaudet. 

“It combined my love of lan- 
guages with my love of movement 
and dance,” said Darryl Semira, 
29, who took Metro to the campus 
each day for two weeks. 

But what Washington mainly 
offers is lots of what touring actors 
covet most: a nearly endless stock 
of sightseeing to fill the off-hours 
between the breakfast table and 
the makeup chair. 

“It’s hard to get rest in D.C.; 
there are so many diversions,” 
Gabrielle Ruiz said one day last 
month as she walked toward the 
Capitol for a tour of the Senate. The 
dancer was in town with “A Chorus 
Line” and finding it hard to sleep in. 
“In Raleigh, you can rest up.” 

A life of nonstop touring is an 
odd one. You get a precious profes- 
sional acting slot, have a chance to 
bank some savings and forge tight 
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bonds with an ensemble of fellow 
travelers. But you can go months 
without a meal that isn’t followed 
by a bill and never know one bed 
for more than a few weeks. Fam- 
ily relations come filtered through 
laptops and cellphones. 

Personalizing is key, actors say, 
from family pictures in the dress- 
ing room to Grandma’s quilt on the 
hotel bed. The orchestra leader of 
one show famously replaces all the 
low-watt hotel bulbs with his own 
incandescents. 

Christopher Gurr, in his fourth 
year as Sir Bedevere in “Spamalot,” 
instantly strips his rooms of cor- 
porate signage and sets up his 
French press coffee brewer, tea- 
kettle and laptop. 

“The caffeine altar and the tech- 
nology altar, and you’ve got your 
monastic cell,” Gurr said. “It’s about 
making it a little less like a hotel 
room.” (Not completely monastic, 
Gurr’s second order of business is to

find out who pours the best Guin- 
ness. In Washington, he settled on 
the Brickskeller on 22nd Street.) 

At the Mount Pleasant apart- 
ment “Chicago” actress Terra C. 
MacLeod rented with a roommate 
last week, she unpacked and pre- 
pared to light the Aveda shampure 
candle she burns to keep a consis- 
tent scent from city to city. 

“I usually live in hoodies and 
baseball caps, but I decided to 
bring some of my cute clothes from 
Montreal,” said MacLeod, a Cana- 
dian who plays Velma in the musi- 
cal. “You never know who you’re 
going to meet in Washington.” 

“Chorus Line” veteran Antho- 
ny Wayne, 27, has honed his tour 
philosophy down to three parts, 
which he recites to all newbies: 
“Drink your water, get your rest 
and save your coins.” 

One way to save is to double up 
in hotel rooms or find an apartment 
to share, as the “Chicago” foursome 









did (although after a few days, they 
moved nearer to the theater where 
the show is playing through next 
weekend). Another is to cook when- 
ever a kitchenette is at hand. 

Carol Woods, who has toured the 
world as Mama Morton in “Chicago,” 
goes further with hotel cooking than 
most. In Washington, she makes a 
point of shopping the Maine Ave- 
nue fish markets and is famous for 
throwing huge Caribbean and soul 
food feasts, sometimes taping over 
hotel smoke detectors to do it. 

“Baby, I have cooked meals for 
60 people on one of those little 
stoves,” said Woods, who trav- 


els with pots, knives and a spice 
rack. “I brought my electric fry 
pan to Japan.” 

While Woods takes a little 
home life on the road. Colony, 
the “Chicago” tour manager, has 
become so nomadic that road life 
has invaded her home. When she 
bought an investment house in 
Las Vegas recently, she copied the 
decor from a Hyatt in Louisville. 
For her infrequent nights in her 
own room, she installed a Heav- 
enly Bed from Westin. 

“I’m just built for life on the 
road,” she said, sieve hendrix

The Ace of Scmbs 


Once easy to land, 
nursing jobs are now 
prize finds in today’s 
difficult economy 

For more than a decade as she 
raised two children, Sue Estes 
heard one story after another about 
how hospitals were desperately 
short of nurses. 

They were getting signing 
bonuses, their pay was soaring to 
levels unheard of during Estes’ 
years as a nurse, and benefit pack- 
ages now included 401(k)s. This 
year, ready to return to work, she 
has heard a different story. 

“I’ve shipped out resumes 
everywhere, and I’m not even get- 
ting the courtesy callbacks,” said 
Estes, 43. “All my friends can’t 
believe it. “ 

The economic downturn has 
put a Band-Aid on one of the most 
vexing problems in health care — a 


shortage of nurses that has slowed 
care at some hospitals and forced 
others to turn away the ill. 

With some nurses postponing 
retirement and others resuming 
their careers for financial reasons, 
many hospitals across the region 
say they have few, if any, openings. 
After more than a decade when 
hospitals struggled to maintain 
sufficient staffing and when nurses 
could have their pick of jobs, the 
want ads have virtually disap- 
peared, and only acute- care and 
emergency-room nurses remain 
in great demand. 

Estes is experienced in acute care 
and a neurosurgical unit, and she 
said she has kept up with the pro- 
fession and taken a refresher course 
to prepare for her return. She began 
her job search this year at Calvert 
Memorial, the hospital closest to her 
home in Owings, Md., and has been 
widening the circle since. 

“I’ve actually been shocked that 


some places wouldn’t even talk to 
me,” she said. 

Estes, who will work as a volun- 
teer at Anne Arundel Medical Cen- 
ter and hopes to land night hours

at St. Mary’s Hospital in Leonar- 
dtown, Md., is typical of nursing 
applicants who are returning to 
work in recent months. 

“We started to see a real uptick 
in January, Eebruary and March,” 
said Skip Margot, vice president 
of patient care services at Shady 
Grove Adventist Hospital in Rock- 
ville. “We’re seeing more men and 
women who are well- seasoned in 
their career. ” 
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“I’ve actually been shocked that some places wouldn’t even talk to me,” Estes said. 
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Margot has a handful of open- 
ings on a staff of more than 800 
nurses. 

The Inova Health System — 
which employs 4,353 nurses and 
operates Alexandria, Fairfax, Fair 
Oaks, Loudoun and Mount Ver- 


non hospitals — has an extraor- 
dinarily low 3.5 percent vacancy 
rate, with most of the openings in 
critical care. 

Bob McWhirt, vice president 
for patient care, described a simi- 
lar situation at Calvert Memorial 


Hospital. “In medical and surgical, 
I have absolutely zero openings,” he 
said. “In 20 years of doing this. I’ve 
never been able to say that.” 

The good news for Estes and 
the bad news for the health care

system is that this is “a blip when 
the [bad] economy masks the true 
nursing shortage,” said Nicholas 
Piazza, who recruits at Montgom- 


ery General Hospital. 

The nursing shortage has been 
a chronic national challenge. The 
problem appeared under control in 
the mid-1990s but resurfaced by 
the end of the decade and steadi- 
ly became more severe. Hospitals 


on Long Island and in upstate 
New York turned away patients 
when their nurse-to-patient ratio 
dropped too low. Emergency rooms 
in California sent ambulances 
elsewhere when they had too few 
nurses to handle the load. 


“There was a time when most 
hospitals, if you had a pulse and a 
[nursing] license, they would give 
you a job,” Margot said.

population outpacing projec- 
tions and with increasing health

The American Academy of 
Colleges of Nursing reported that 
27,771 qualified applicants were 
turned away by nursing schools 
last year largely because of a lack 
of instructors. The average age 
of a nursing instructor is 49, and 
simple economics have kept many 
younger nurses from becoming 
educators. Teaching requires a 
master’s degree or a doctorate. 
But the salaries many receive after 
they get an advanced degree are

lower than what they could earn 
as acute-care nurses. 

Bipartisan legislation intend- 
ed to provide an additional incen- 
tive for experienced nurses to 
become educators was reintro- 
duced in Congress last month 
after dying in committee last 
year. The bill would repay loans 
taken out by nurses pursuing 
advanced degrees if they com- 
mitted to teaching for four years. 
But its passage would provide 
no immediate remedy once the 
shortage resurfaces, a prospect 
forecast by those enjoying a 
respite from the problem. 

The economic incentive that 
has swollen the nursing workforce 
seems certain to evaporate when 
the economy rebounds, throwing 
the health care system deeper than 
ever into the crisis. Those who put 
off retirement are expected to leave 
the profession in droves, along with 
those who returned to work to stave 
off economic distress. 

“I’m going to be in for 12 months 
of happy, and then the problem will 
be back,” McWhirt said.

OVERKILL I Hi, my name is Debo- 
rah Yao, and I am an iPhone appli- 
cations addict. 

I didn’t see it coming, I bought 
the iPhone because it is the Swiss 
Army knife of gadgets — a video 
iPod, phone and Web browser, 
and more. But then I discovered 
what would become the source 
of many bleary- eyed nights: the 
iPhone applications store. 

The apps are software pro- 
grams you download to the phone 
to give it new features. 

Apple says there are 25,000 
apps for “just about anything.” I 
set out to test that assertion, using 
only free apps, over the course of 
an entire day. 

For breakfast, I checked the 
Betty Crocker Mobile Cookbook app, 
which can suggest recipes based on 
ingredients you have on hand. 

I told Betty I had eggs and 
vegetables, and her app spit out 
175 recipes ranging from an easy 
cheese omelet to the tougher chiles 
rellenos egg souffle bake. 

Leaving the house, I turned on 
StepTrak Lite, a free pedometer 
app. It told me that I took 1,453 


steps to my office over a span of 
10 minutes and 17 seconds. 

At work, I transcribed my inter- 
view with a CEO I recorded with 
DictaNotes, a digital voice recorder 
app with an easy interface. 

During my coffee break, I 
turned on the Massager app and 
place it against my tense neck. 
After work, I headed to the gym 
armed with iWorkout Lite, which 
showed me short videos of exer- 
cises. Nike Training Club put me 
on a workout regimen for weeks 
using exercise videos. 

Winding down my day, I looked 


for something to read, so I tapped 
the Kindle e-book app from Ama- 
zon.com Inc. But it told me to load 
books first through the Amazon 
Web site. Bummer, 

Before I hit the pillow, I lis- 
tened to Custom Hypnosis Lite. 
A soothing male voice told me to 
relax and, surprisingly, I do. 

After a day of wall-to-wall 
apps. I’m amazed at all the things 
the iPhone can do besides phone 
calls.

Why is Google Calendar so lame? 
I’d like to have an online calendar 
that I can share with family and 
friends, so I thought Google Cal- 
endar might be the way to go.
